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The Saloon Next Door 


î^glitj few people could view "with complacence tlie 
prospect of the location of a saloon next door to the little 
Ihome which they have managed to provide by saving and 
iBcraping and in which they are attemjDting to rear a fam- 
ily of children in the proper sort cf atmosphere. 
Quite 
aside from any opposiion to the saloon as an institution, 
Ithis fact is ample to explain why sympathy will doubtless 
"be overwdielmingly with the Ninth ward man who is now 
icirculating remonstrances to prevent just that sort of 
thing happening beside his own home. 


The Sentinel has no in formation upon which to base 
an opinion as to the probable outcome in this particular 
instance, since it is contended that under the law the only 
surely effective preventive would be a remonstrance that 
would not only forestall the opening of this particular sa- 
loons, but would also operate to make the entire Ninth 
ward "dry" with the expiration of licenses now in effect 
there. It is quite certain, however, that the stir of the 
present effort is likely to be distinctly felt and that its ef- 
fect will probably be salutary. The more deeply the pub- 
lic gets to thinking on the situation, the more certainly 
will come the development of public sentiment against the 
condition which the Ninth ward man is battling to pre- 
yent. 


It is pointed out that the proposed location of the 
new saloon on St. Mary's avenue is an invasion of a pure- 
ly residential district, that it is outside the territory of 
centralized police surv^eillance and that its location there 
is wholly unjustified by any consideration aside from the 
purest commercial selfishness. It will contribute to no 
public need and will constitute a liability instead of an 
asset to the neighborhood. In all conmion sense, isn't the 
Ninth ward, as well as every other section of the city, al- 
ready oversupplied with dramshops'? 
Even the men in 
the business will readily agi'ee to an affirmative answer 
to this question. There is certainly no crying need for 
thé opening of further places next door to the home in 
which any man is rearing his little family. 
\

Cascorra 
while

Gomez's 800 rebels stood back in the 
bush and waited a chance to charge.)

CHAaPTER IV. 


The accond day's battle of Cascorra 
Was a repetition of the afternoon of the 
first—a shot about every half hour at 
either the tavern or the church, and an 
occasional volley from the trendies in 
replv. 


That evening, we Americans 
talked 
the 
matter 
over, 
and Jones 
and 
J 
were delegated 
to 
say to the general 
that 
if he 
would 
have a good posi- 
tion 
constru c t e c 
that 
night 
from 
which we might ef- 
fectively shell the 
rhurch, and give us 
an 
hour 
in 
the 
morning in which 
to 
destroy 
that 
building, we would 
gladly lead an as 
sault on that and 
the 
tavern 
posi- 
tions. fixing 200 as 
the number of men 
reauirer foi the en- 
terprise. 
It was 
our tlieory that if 
tvp mnde the dash the Cubans would fol- 
low us. and that once in the shelter of 
the trenches we could not be driven out 
by fire from the Spanish redoubt. 


Several Cuban nfiicers, hearing of our 
proposal, volunteered to assist in lead- 
ing the attack. 
At one time the general 
came near yielding, hut finally came out 
with an abrupt "No!"' telling us that 
we wore madmen. 


General Rosa was in direct command 
of the force of infantry and dismounted 
cavalry surrounding the town, and had 
worked some of his men nearer 
and 
nearer to the tavern position by taking 
advantage of inequalities of the gi'ound. 


He reported to General Gomez that 
by taking advantage of the cover af- 
forded by a ravine we couM obtain a po- 
sition within 200 yards of the tavern, 
where we would be in full view of the 
trenc^ies and could undoubtedly destroy 
them. 


Ho was ordered to construct the meces- 
Bary para-pet t1int nipht. 
Before day- 
light a detail dragged the much-abused 
Hotchkiss quietly into the ravine and 
llong it until we were directly opposite 


the new position, when it was hoisted 
out, the unavoidable noise~ drawing a 
fire that killed one man. 


We waited until it was thoroughly 
light before opening fire, but not so with 
the enemy. 
With the breaking of day 
the Spaniards made out the exact loca- 
tion of the new parapet and opened on 
us hotly, but without result, us we were 
in the ravine a few yards to the rear of 
the gun, where also was a strong in- 
fantry support under General Rosa. 


When it was thoroughly 
light 
we 
crawled out of the ravine on all fours 
and sent in a shell that landed squarely 
on the low line of earth-filled bags that 
capped the Ibv,^ parapet of the Spanish 
trench, exploding with 
a 
bang 
that 
sounded almost as loud to us_a8 the re- 
port of the piece itself. 


Jones, at the two-pounder, was await- 
ing the cue. and almost immediately we 
heard its sharp 
cracTc, 
and 
a 
shell 
whistled past us. 


We had fastened a rope to the trail 
of our gun, and immediately dragged it 
behind shelter to be reloaded. 
Again it 
•was pushed up to the gap and fired. The' 
Spaniards wore replying furiously, and 
the worst of it was that their bullets 
were all coming close down to the ground 
and were aimed at the gaping porthole 
which they could so plainly see. 


It has fallen to me to participate in 
a good many fights in Cuba and the Phil- 
ippines, but never anywhere have I seen 
the equal of what was poured into us 
during the hour that we held this posi- 
tion. 
The air was fairly alive with the 
sound of bullets, and their patter again.st 
the side of the parapet was so incessant 
that it would have been impossible to 
count them. 
The bark on near-by trees 
was cut to ribbons, and bushes on our 
front were destroyed. 


After a few shots from our gun. the 
head cover connecting the tops of the 
two wings of the parapet was Mowir to 
pieces. 
Under such CTreumstances, aim- 
ing the gun, the onlj' part of its service 
which was required to be done while it 
wa.s exposed, was enough to try 
the 
nerves of any but a wooden man. 
For- 
tunately this was the work of but a 
couple of seconds, the target being so 
plain and so close at hand. 


I was aiming the fifteenth shell when 
a. bullet struck one of the trunnions al- 
most at my nose. 
My nerves had lieen 
getting pretty shaky from several nar 
row escapes in sighting preceding shots,

Now that they had put the gun out of 
action, the Spaniards concentrated. their 
fire on the Cuban infantry and inflicted 
several casualties. 


It %va8 necessary to recover the gun, 
so in about half an hour three of us 
crawled stealthilj^ out of the ravine and 
wriggled our way to''it. 
Taking the 
trail-rope, we made a quick run, and, 
despite a hot fire, reached the ravine and 
tumbled down the bank with little cere- 
monj', pulling the gun after us with such 


and I must confess thai. I threw mvself'''^^^^te that it landed upside down in the 
flat on the ground and rolled to cover. 


Joyce jumpe<^I over me, quickly sighted 
the piece, and sprang from the gun. 
The 
imperturbable 
Pennie, 
l>ing 
on 
the 
ground and smoking a cigarette, jerked 
the lanyard and fired the last shot from 
this terrible death-trap. 


This settled it and General Rosa or- 
dered us to take cover in the ravine, 
abandoning the gun for the time being.

The next day. for the • first time, the 
general visited the gun while it was in 
action, and we realized from looks on tlie 
faces of all that something was about 
to take place. 
The general, sitting on 
the ground a few paces from us, dictated 
a letter to his secretary^ and after it 
had been copied, signed it; a Porto Rican 
major in the Cuban service, a gallant 
fellow whose name I can not now recall, 
mounted his horse and, holding aloft a 
white flag, trotted toward the redoubt. 


It was a letter courteously demanding 
surrender. 
The 
Spanish' commander's 
reply was equally courteous, but stated 
that he would defend his post to the last 
extremity. A short time later firing was 
resumed. 


In the early days of the investment, 
without our 
knowledge, 
the 
Spanish 
commander had sent a sergeant through 
our lines at night, and this man, by the 
greatest resource and courage, traveling 
by night and hiding in the woods by 


day, had succeeded in telegraplung the 
news that Cascorra was undergoing siege 
to General Castellanos, the commander 
of the district of Puerto Principe. 
The 
result was that one day a mounted mes- 
senger dashed 
into 
our 
camp 
and 
brought the news that a large column 
was en route from Puerto Principe, and 
was being observed and harrassed by -a 
small force of cavalry. 


General G omez at once ordered us to 
expend all the remaining artillery am- 
munition on the town, not with any hope 
of taking it, but to do as much damage 
as possible before its impending relief. 


The brief fight the next day until we 
could expend our thirty shells was in a 
milder way a repetition of the third 
day. 
The Spanish fire was hot, but not 
so well directed. 


Three 
men were killed behind our 
short parapet, and toward the last I 
heard a bullet strike Joyce, and turned 
around just in time to hear him say, 
with the utmost self-possession: 
"Weil, 
this reminds me of a little story." 
A 
man who can make such an off-hand re- 
mark as a bullet tears a big hole in his 
thigh probably deserves the 
palm 
for 
self-possession. We had a hard time car- 
rying him out under fire. 


That night the rain poured in torrents, 
the Cubans were drawn from about town 
and concentrated a mile to the west- 
ward. 
The next day we remained in a 
swlden camp. 
The siege of Cascorra was 
over.

Indianapolis, May 27.—The appellate 
court yesterday charged Gteorge E. Ross 
of Logansport, counsel for the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad company and himself a 
member of that court seventeen years 
ago, with direct contempt of court be- 
cause of language used in a brief in ap- 
pealing the William Macy case from the 
Jay circuit court. 


Ross was ordered to appear before the 
cowt in its chamber in the state house 
at 10 o^olock, June 11/ to "purge himself 
of contempt and show cause why 
he 
should not be punished tlierefor." 
Ross 
recently asked permission to withdraw 
the alleged oflfensive statements. 
The 
court replied by striking out the brief 
and charging Ross with contempt. 


"Facts Plain and Simple." 


"The 
facts in 
this 
case," read a 
paragraph 
of 
Ross' 
alleged 
offensive 
brief, "are plain, 
simple 
and 
imcon- 
tradicted, and under the law, as it used 
to be when reason and common sense 
ruled in this court in cases, it would 
require little argument to convince the 
court that the appellee should not re- 
cover in this action, but now that neither 
law nor common sense prevail in the 
supposed administration in cases where 
a corporation is a party or corporate 
(except municipal) 
interests 
involved, 
we are compelled to press our argiiments 
upon different lines, knowing, of course, 
that no argument, however plain or con- 
vincing, will be of any force or efFcct. 
The law as shown by many adjudica- 
tions cited under points and authorities, 
used to be that." 


"Reason Is Forgotten." 


Mr. Ross also suggested that the appel- 
late court had "forgotten and disregard- 
ed this rule of reason" in many recent 
cases. 
• . In charging Ross with contempt, the 
appellate: court, in a per curiam order, 
declared 
that "the language aforesaid 
was directed to said court and is disre- 
spectful and offensive and e-vidences, a 
contempt." 


Ross is said to be the first lawyer to 
be cited for contempt because of alleged 
offensive language used in briefs.. Ross 
served as a member of the appellate 
court between 1893 and 1807. .

Locating and surveying will start im- 
mediately upon the arrival of the party. 
They will accomplish considerable work 
during the summer, June to October and 
in the winter will complete maps and 
plans. 


The lines recommended by the com- 
mission tap the great coal regions arid 
also the copper districts. 
Little gold is 
in evidence. The government desires the 
lines to run through the coal districts so 
as to establish an important station for 
the navy supply.

Kern Greek to Susitna valley, 115 miles, 
at ^ cost of $5,209,500; Matanuska coal 
branch, 38 miles, at a cost of $1,616^000, 
and the Susitna valley to Kuskokwim di- 
yisioii, 229 miles, at a cost of about $12,- 
760,500. 


Alaska is not a strange place to Rea- 
burn.

Mediation Eifort Lauded at 
Annual Conference on 
Arbitration. 


HEAR MANY SPEAKERS 


Mohonk Lake, N. Y.. May 27.—The 
mediation 
of 
Argentina, 
Brazil 
and 
Chile in the Mexicaji situation and the 
apparent progress already mad© by the 
conference at Niagara Falls were point- 
ed out by speakers at the Lake Mo- 
honk conference on international arbi- 
tration today as the most encouraging 
sign of the present time in the cause 
of peace. 


John Bassett Moore, of Columbia uni- 
versity, recently counselor of the state 
department, who presided at the con- 
ference, said in his opening address that 
the mediation of the A, B. C. powers no 
matter what may be its result, is a 
remarkable event in the history of in- 
ternational 
afl'airs 
in 
the 
western 
hemisphere. 


"It has been hailed," he declared, "as 
the beginning of a new pan-American 
diplomacy, and it may at any rate be 
regarded as the most striking develop- 
ment yet witnessed on the pan-Ameri- 
can movement which was formally in- 
augurated by the first international con- 
ference 
at 
Washington 
in 
1889 
and 
1890." 


Mr. Moore admitted that actual re- 
sults from arbitration during the past 
two years had not been remarkable and 
that the period had been marked by 
armed conflicts of exceptional destruc- 
tiveness. 
Speaking of the last Avar , in 
the Balkans. 
He said there was much 
to indicate that the end of hostilities 
in that quarter of the globe was not 
yet in sight. 


Three hundred members are here for 
this the twentieth annual conference.

from Europe and

America.

TALK OF ROOSEVELT VISIT. 


Some Interesting Figures 
from Indiana School 
Enumeration. 


WHAT RETURNS SHOW 


Indianapolis, Ind., May 27.—Fourteen 
per cent. of""the total number of Indi- 
ana's school children 
are more tha7i 
fourteen years old and not more than 
sixteen years old, the ages between which 
each child in Indiana must be in- school 
or employed in a gainful occupation. The 
total number of children in the state be- 
tween these ages was 106,8.30, according 
to the annual enumeration of 
school 
children, just compiled in the office of 
Charles A. Greathouse, state superin- 
tendent of public instruction, by Ernest 
L. Welborn, a deputy to Mr. Greathouse. 


The significance of this fact is that 
there are now in Indiana more than one 
hundred thousand 
children 
who could 
not be compelled to attend school under 
a former law, but who now either must 
be in the process of education or must 
be employed in gainful occupations and 
imder satisfactory conditions, else tJiey 
coinc beneath the surveillance of the 
child labor and truancy laws. 


Thi' total number of male white chil- 
dren enumerated this year was 387,66.3 
and the total number of white females 
enumerated was ,362,174. The total num- 
ber of colored children is 16.515.

enumeration just completed 
are: 
Indianapolis, 
2,130; 
Evansville, 
435; 
Fort Wayne, 
660; 
South 
Bend, 246; 
Terre Haute, 469. Among the cities that 
showed losses are Brazil, 144; Elkhart,, 
34; Lafayette, 26.

to see the trophies from 
his 
African hunt of four years ago, a meet- 
ing with a few members of the diplo- 
matic corps and a dinner with his 
old 
friends hei'e. 


Besides, there were a dozen impromptu 
receptions 
frorh crowds in the 
railway 
station, at his Jiotel, in the streets and 
wherever else he chanced to atop for a 
moment. 


I t was such a hot and busy day t h a t 
the colonel's collar rapidly melted away, 
but he went 
through

without 
showing evidence of fatigue. The crowds,

Mighty few people could view with oomplar-rncp the 


(prospect of the location of a saloon next door to the little

advantage of inequalities of the ground! 


He reported to General Gome/: that 


hy taking advantage of the cover af- 
forded by a ravine we could obtain a po- 
sition within 200 yards of the tavern, 
where we would be in full view of tho 
trenches and could undoubtedly destroy 
them. 


Tie was ordered to construct the ncccs- 


cary parapet that night. 
Before day- 


light a detail dragged the much-abused 
ITotchkiss fjuietly into tho ravine and 
ilong it until we were directly opposite

the new position, when it was hoistei: 
out, the unavoidable noise drawing a 
firo that killed one man. 


We waited until it was thoroughly 


light before opening fire, but not so with 
the enemy. 
With the breaking of day 


the Spaniards made out the exact loca- 
tion of the new parapet and opened on 
us hotly, but without result, ss we were 
in the ravine a few yarn's to the rear of 
the guu, where also was a strong in 
fantry support under General Rosa. 


When it was thoroughly 
light 
we 


crawled out of the ravine on a!! fours 
and sent in a shell that landed squarely 
on tho low line of earth-filled bags that 
capped the low parapet of the Spanish 
trench, exploding witii a 
bang 
that 


sounded almost as loud to us as the re- 
port of the piece itself. 


Jones, at the two-pounder, was await- 


ing the cue. and almost immediatelr we 
heard its sharp 
cracTc, and 
a "shell 


whistled past us. 


We hnd fastnucj a rope to the trail 


of our gun, and immediately- dragged it 
behind shelter to be reloaded. Again ifc' 
was pushed up to the gap and fired. The 
•Spaniards were replying furiously, and 
.tha w.orst of it was tliat their bullets 
were aJl coming close down to the ground 
and were aimed at the gaping porthole 
which they could so plainly see. 


Ifc has fallen to me to participate in 


a good.nwny fights in Culm and the Phil- 
ippines, but never anywhere have T seen 
the equal of what was poured into us 
during the hour that we held this posi- 
tion. The nir was fairly alive with the 
sound of bullets.'and their patter against 
the side of the parapet was so incessant 
that it would have been impossible to 
fount them. The bark on near-by trees 
wns cut to ribbons, and bushes on our 
front were destroyed. 


After a few shots from our gun. the 


head cover connecting the tops of the 
two wings of the parapet was blown to 
pieces. I'uder such circumstances, aim- 
ing the gun, the only part of its service 
which was required to be clone while it 
was exposed, was enough to try the 
nerves of any but n wooden man. For- 
tunately this was the work of but a 
couple of seconds, the target being so 
plain and so close at hand. 


I was aiming the fifteenth shell when 


a bullet struck one of the trunnions al- 
most at my nose. My nerves had been 
getting pretty shaky from several nor 
row escapes in sighting preceding shots,

HEAR MANY SPEAKERS 


Mohonk Lake, N. Y.. May 27.—The 


mediation 
of Argentina, Brazil and 


Chile in the Mexican situation and the 
apparent progress already made by the 
conference at Niagara.

can movement which was formally In- 
augurated by the first international con- 
ference at Washington 
in 1889 and 
1890." 


Mr. Moore admitted that actual re- 


sults from arbitration during the post 
two years Jiad not been remarkable and 
that the period had been marked by 
armod conflicts of exceptional destruc- 
tiveness.
